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electronic reproduction of cylinders was published 
here in 1973 — specifically, in issue 124; I never 
dreamed it was so long ago! T said then I'd diaciiBs 
the subject again, ao here I am, after a lapse oE 
several years, ready to do so. About time, isn't it? 

You may recall that the machine depicted in ft Ilk. 
belonged to Mr. Olivei Graham, formerly of Westerly, 
K.I., now living In Alto.ma, FloridaCHOT the scene 
of that freight wreck?. I had it on a long-term 
loan, in return for which I taped many of his cyl- 
inders and almost all af mine for him. I had to re- 
turn it to him when he moved to Florida about two 
years ago. My experience with that machine showed 
me that a low-mass long wooden pickup ana would do 
an acceptable job of tracking nearly all cylinders; 
the only thing I've been unable to play tjn my new 
"Electrographophone Junior" is a 5-inch Lambert 
"Concert"-type record, whose grooves are markedly 
shallow. I said in 1973 that a machine with a feed- 
screw-driven arm was the best solution in the long 
haul, and I'm still at that opinion. Such a machine 
is under construction as of thia writing, but it has 
not progressed as fast aa I'd like, so a report on 
its performance must await another column — but I 
don't expect to have to wait another 6\ years 1 

In my 1973 report, I said I had a very definite 
problem wttn rumble pickup, most of which I sus- 
pect is due to the relatively great mass of the 
arm. This does not permit tha cartridge to "ride 
out" irregularities in the record surface without 
forcing them to be translated into large-amplitude 
stylus excursions, which in turn create the unwel- 
come low-frequency interferences. I'd theorized in 
1973 that a series resonant inductance-capacity 
audio filter of the high-pass type might eliminate 
the difficult/. One such filter I built didn't aeera 
very effective,, so I tried a different approach — 
a cheaper one, too, I may as well jdd. A resistance- 
capacity filter such as is diagrammed hereunder has 
proved very effective in eliminating rumble with a 
mmin-jm of adverse effect on what little bass is aud- 
ible on cylinders — and let's face it, there. isn't 
much! I doubt whether anything under 160 Hz. can be 
recorded on any acoustic recoEd, be it cylinder or 
diHc. Moat if not all of tha sonic superiority of 
Edison's Diamond Discs and the wax and Blue Amberols 
made prior to 19 lil( when dubbing from discs began)is 
attributable largely to a marked improvement in high- 
frequency response. Since the rumble falls mostly in 
the extremely low end of the audio spectrum — I.e, 
25 Hz, and lower, it is possible to remove this with 
minimal effect on frequencies above 120 Hz or so, 
Assuming a preamplifier input impedance in the area 
of 50,000 ohms(a common value, almost standard), the 
circuit below, wired in series with bhe cartridge as 
drawn, should do the trick nicely. If an unfiltered 
signal is deemed desirable, a bypasB switch may be 
wired In as indicated: 
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R is a 470,000 or 510,000 ohm £- or |-watt carbon 
resistor, while C is a capacitor between .03 and 

.05 microfarads. S is any suitable SFST switch. 
Radio Shack offers a serieB of low-voltage capac-r 
itors in values within the range specified, and any 

electronic supply house sells resistors. Slna© the 
signal voItageB and currents are very emall^ minia- 
ture components are satisfactory. Increasing the 
capacitance reduces the rumble filtration effect, as 
would a decrease in resistance. 

What about the electronic circuitry to which an 
"Electrographophone" is to be connected, eez you? 
Ideally, the preamplifier used should have no fixed 
record equalization built into it. It might also be 
desirable to feed the preamplifier signal into a 
graphic equalizer, to try to improve the tonal bal- 
ance of the reproduced sound. Should neither of 
these be available, don't worry about it; you'll 
still be getting better sound than can be had from 
an acoustic cylinder phonograph, and with much less 
wear and tear an the records. If all you've got is 
a preamplifier with built-in, fixed RIM equalization 

and/or no graphic equalizer, just play with your tone are building electric cylinder pl H yers besides mvselE 
controls. I might remark that if you do have to use Tt]a ^^ ^jffSTmidt be othera. I'd be interested to 
a preamp with RIAA equalization, the rumble filter nBHP rtam yDU an d to know how you've tackled and 
is very desirable indeed, as it will counteract the solved the various problems you've encountered, 
tendency of the baas-boost circuitry of the equalizer challenging though they may have been, I'll bet you 
to accentuate the rumble. managed to lick 'eml 

Fending the completion of my more sophisticated 
"Electrogrsphophone Senior", I've been using a much 
simpler "Electrographophone Junior", with which, by 
tha way, I've done my testing of the rumble filter. 
It Uses a long wooden arm similar to that us-ed on 
Mr. Graham's machine, but is rather more versatile 
than hla in that it can accomodate cylinders of the 
larger -diameters via mandrel_adaptor sleeves, and 
being continuously variable in speed, it can handle 
other speeds than 160 rpin, be they lower or higher. 
The basis of the variable-speed drive is a constant- 
spee'd'AC induction motor to which a cone is attached, 



AS of this writing, I have no photo of the "Electro- 
graphophone jr." available for publication, but I 
hope to remedy that in due course. 

If any of you feel bold enough to try to build a 
machine yourselves, here are a few general tips: 

1. For a 1720 to 1900 rpm Induction motor, the 
cone should taper from 1/8 in. min. to 5/8 in. 
maximum diameter. If said cone is about l£ to 
l£ inches long, that will give you a good 
spread between your different speeds. For 

a oone of the size specified, use a pulley 
k inches in diameter or a bit larger. 

2. I think a 4-pole motor is best for this 
Use. 

3. For information on the hhh design, see 
issue t 124. I can add this: the rear 
counterweight should itself weigh about 
eight ounces. 

4. For information on styli, see issues 
1W and 159/60 of this magazine. 

5. I forgot to specify the speed range 
available from the combination of motor 
speeds and pulley/cone sizes described 
above; it is from less than 80 rpm to 
more than 160 — all you'll need and a 
bit more. 

Maybe some of you have smooth-running old 
sprtng-powftr-id cylinder phonographs, and rath- 
er than build an electrical transport fron 
scratch, you'd liko simply to mount a cartridge 
oil it and let it go at that. In such a case, your 
job is simplest if you have either one of the 
moving-mandrel Edison phonographs; you put a 
stereo cartridge mount in place of the acoustic 
reproducer and you're in business. If you have any 
of the various models that Used a large reproducer 
such as the "Amberoid" or Model "0', it should be 
fairly easy to devise a compact cartridge mounting 
to fit in the hole former-ly occupied by that repro- 
ducer, if your machine uaes such small reprodjcera 
as the models "C", "H" or -'K", you're in for a bit 
raor? machine work, because you'll have to make a new 
pickup arm to replace the original. You start by mak- 
ing a tubular assembly of the same length as the 
rearward parts of the original arm; this will 
slide along the back rod of the phonograph. Then 
you need two collars to fit the outside diameter of 
this tubular pieca. Eh« feed nut from vgur old aim' 
goes on one of these collars* For the othar, cut out 
fl piece of aluminum plute(l/B In. thickness will do) 
in the approximate shape of an elongated letter "U" 
with abort legs, the rear one wider than the front. 
Be sure the legs ar» long enough that the "U" clears 
the mandrel. Cut a hole in the wide(rear)leg of the 
"V" and attach it to the second collar. The other 
leg should ride on the knife edge in front of the 
mandrel. A compact cartridge mount and pivot assem- 
bly may then be fitted to the "V" . There should also 
be room for an audio take-off jack on the "U"to 
which your preamp lead cable may be connected. 
Needless to say, it is beet if the phonograph you 
convert is equipped to play 2- and 4— minute recorde. 
Remember, you're using the feedscrew pickup drive 
mechanism on such arrangements... I am overseeing 
the construction of one of these U-shaped pickup arms 
now for another collector. His arm is being fitted 
to an Edison Standard phonograph, which is also being 
equipped with a variable-speed electrical drive. 

I know of at least three parties who have built or 



DISCOGRAPHICAL FORMS REVISITED 
Quite a while ago, I devised and offered to the 
world my idea of a standarized discographical data 
sheet. Its reception was decidedly mixed, reaction 
ranging from "just whet the doctor ordered" to "a 
bureaucrat's discographical nightmare; 1 ' I seem to 
remember being asked in all seriousness whether I'd 
had a midnight snack of pickles snd ice cream before 
making it upCl hadn't — at least no pickles; I con- 
cede the ice cream).

Undaunted, I now stick my neck out again with two 
forms instead of just one. I made these up for my 
own use on such projects as Gennett, the PVG, Canad- 
ian Brunswick, Phono-Cut(the fink), Marsh Labs and 
lERC/Elite — these being the areas in which I've be- 
come involved,. 
Unlike the discographical data form, these two 
are completely self-explanatory, requiring little 
if any oomment. Obviously, the forms are two-sid- 
ed, even though I show only one here. The generous 
amount of space allotted to each entry has been made 
so in order to accomodate composer credits in addit- 
ion to everything else; in any event, I don't like 
cramped spaces for writing(or typing; I type all 
entries on these because I have trouble reading ay 
handwriting). 
The reproductions are photo-reductions, but the o- 
riginal sheets are 8^ x 11. I punch them and keep 
them in 3-ring binders — usually one binder per 
project. 

Generally, I put my biggest effort into the master 
listings; in fact, I haven't used the catalog forms 
so far in anything but the USRC/Elite project. I've 
reserved their use here, for the most part, for 
the Varsity and Royale records using dubbed masters, 
although I intend eventually to list on them any 
issues for which master numbers remain untraced. 
There are still quite a few such. 
In conclusion, I think I need only say that I made 
up these forms for my own use, and have found them 
satisfactory. If anyone else seas fit to adopt or 
adapt them, he's welcome to do so. Anyone wishing 
even to denounce them is also welcome to do so; 
after what happened to the fiiscographical' data 
sheet, I'm case-hardened'.

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CHAPTER THREE (cont'd front RR 173/174) 

"BLACK PATH" on the American Theatrical Stage 
E-IIT RETROSPECT..... 

When Sissieretta Jones commenced her stage career, the 
coinlc role was still demanded of the Negro but a new Negro 
patronage was increasing with a greater, possibility of achieve- 
ment of an authentic musical-comedy. 

Mme, Jones and the Troubadours lost no time along with 
the leading comedians In pioneering the real comedies for 
their plays on Broadway in rising the curtain for the future 
generation of Nearo celebrities. 

Sheldon Cheritey gave an excellent account of the 1890- 
1910- ' period of Mme. Jones' career as follows: 

Between 1890 and 1900 the astute business men con- 
trolled the entire machinery and. art of theatre production, 
owning the theatres and making touring impossible to any but 
companies on their terms. 

There, was also a period of renewed interest of the star 
system- "Which swept the country in the 1890s. 

The prominent names 1n the theatrical arts at this time 
were the "Madison Square Garden Theatre, Wallacks Theatre 
(Lester Wall ack)^ David and Charles Frohman» Steele McKaye 
and Albert Palmer. 

The Bijou in Boston, Palace Theatre Dn Broadway in New 
York City, Tony Pastor's Variety Theatre, appearances of new 
shows began at almost the same time Mme. Jones and the 
Troubadours came on the scene. 

This period also brought about the syndication of chain 
theatres dictating policies of theatrical productions, 
financial matters, contracts and booking agents. These syn- 
dicates appear often 1n both white and black enterprises. 
The Negro at this time was assigned roles In which he played 
subordinate parts. 

He gradually in his constant drive to improve his stage 
performance, changed and evolved $he emphasis from past humor 
to a genuine hiliiior. 

The Negro Theatre movement 1n 1890 began with Sam Jack's 
Creole Show, presented at the Howard in Bosto-n. 

Later John Islam with his Octoroons created Interest on 
Broadway. 'Oriental America" featured excerpts from operas 
with voices by Important sinners like Rosamond Johnson. 

"Black Pattl's Troubadours? 'Smorft Set", characterized, 
the past, present and anticipated"" the future. "A trip to 
Coon town'\ was the first Negro' production within the realm 
of drama. 

Mme. Jones' Troubadours a'sstemble.d a group of comedians, 
dancers, tumblers etc. which combined the old minstrel format 
between the bid and the new and was one of the first Negro 
musical groups and the only organization to travel all 
through northern, southern, eastern, and western America for 
almost twenty years. -Ernest Hotian, J. Rosamond Johnson, 
Bob Cole and Billie Johnson ahdJAldaQverton Walker were the 
troupes' early performers. They gjjxe the theatrical stage 
qualified Negro performers^ upgrading the music with standard 
popular and serious repertoryand[gr&dually altered the 
audience's taste for refined production. 

The first recommendation for the Black Pattl's Fifty 
Troubadours was Mme. Jones prominent reputation. The pro- 
grams were widely publicized by notices that were circu- 
lated 1n advance in the town giving^ the Troubadours presan-. 
tationof the musical skits, comedians, dancers, acrobats and 
also vocal duets and the finale operati c kaleidoscope with 
Black Patti and chorus, singing the popular classical songs 
of the period. 

Mme. Adelina Patti 4 the famous Italian operatic soprano, 
had great success and a loyal following In America and Mme. 
Sissieretta Jones (Black Patti) was very successful before a 
different, appreciative audience, Negroes were proud of 
Black Patti and in a sense v she was a kind of racial heroine 
because she was so outstanding as a singer even by white 
standards and white people came to hear her too. 

Euble Blake joined the ., troupe when a youngster in 
Baltimore as an errand boy„ .Speaking of Black Patti, he said: 

'"I never-heard anybody with a voice Like hers when she 
sang the Prison Song - It was like she had a wonderful bird 
in her throat. She had a' fine operatic voice.* Blake recalls 
that a red carpet had to be laid on the sidewalk from the 
stage door to the carriage evsry time Patti came to and 
from the theatre. 



J" 16 - Jones In her private Ufa tried to be discreet and 
in 1900: after her separation from Richard Jones she insisted 
on an air of unimpeachable respectability in her travels 1n 
company with Rudolf Voelckel the business man who took over 
the management with Nolan of the "Black Patti Troubadours". ♦ 
They travelled in a reputed $30,000 private railroad car 
described as furnished with gold plush upholstery and ornate 
pianos. The Black Patti Troubadours toured for nineteen 
seasons - their shows were basically the same, with changing 
personnel, a novelty act or farce every few years. 

The Troubadours had an exhausing forty-five week season 
■travelling thousands of miles each year spending a night in 
every city town that was booked for a theatre or a large hall. 
The Dramatic Mirror in 1B99 announced th-abBlack Patti was 
without a doubt the greatest singer of the race before' the 
public. m Their Christmas issue 1899. listed her company 
among the top attractions of the season. 

When H, C. Handy was on business for W. A. Hahara, Kme, 
Jones, the "Black Patti", entertained him in Fargo. North 
Dakota in 1897- In 1940 W. C. Handy collaborated with Chris 
Smith and Henry Troy 1n a song entitled "Black Patti" as a 
tribute and honor, as she was an inspiration to the American 
Negro 1n the musical arts.(?3) 

The Negro spiritual did not have a place on her programs 
but her concert career gave indication of the development 
of the Negro spiritual and of the Negro concert artist 
afterward for which she prepared the way. Changes began 
upgrading the concert repertory by Incorporating the Negro 
spiritual - the authentic Negro folk song. Will Marlon Cook, 
Harry Burleigh and others began seriously promoting higher 
standards for Negro artists. Negro groups organized, managed 
and financed prospective singers, instrumentalists, in start- 
ing many careers. 

As Laubensteln wrote: "The Negro felt the urge in his 
meditation to think aloud in song, to, turn life itself into 
music, to sing his flowing consc'iousnesst into express1on".'(24)

Natalie Curtis-Burlln, Black Singers and Players, 
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although Tex Ritter had done some radio work in his native 
Texas, it wasn't until he arrived in New York that his pro- 
fessional career really began to blossom. Let's take a 
short look at those New York years which were so important 
in perfecting the atyle and stage presence which made Tex 
Ritter so unique among his contemporaries. 

The earliest evidence we have of TR in New York is 1928 
when as a member of the chorus he appeared in Oscar Hammer- 
stein's The New Moon, For reasons known only to himself 
he was "billed as WM Ryttcr. At this time he also began 
taking his one man show The Texas Cowboy and His Songs 
around the New York college circuits. He was also billed 
as The Singing Lecturer . The New . Moon , opened on September 
19, 1928 at the Imperial Theater and ran for 509 performances. 
However, by checking the Playbills at the New York Public 
Library for the Performing Arts at Lincoln Center, I find 
that TR drops out of the show after the week of July 22, 1929 • 
This was also the year he enrolled at the Northwestern Uni- 
versity Law School. In 1931 TR is once again back on Broad- 
way, this time as a member of the Theater Guild in Lynn Riggs ' 
Green Grow , the Lilacs where he sang four songs. This play 
opened at the Tremont Theater in Boston on December 8 r 1930 
and then went to the Garrick Theater in Philadelphia and the 
National Theater in Washington, D.C. before opening at the 
Guild Theater in New York City on January 31, 1931. It ran 
for only 8 weeks in New York but then began an extensive road 
tour which was to take it through the Midwest to Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh, Milwaukee, St. Louis, three weeks in Chicago, 
and Detroit, eto. 

In 1931 TR broke into New York radio as emcee on WMGM's 
Barn Dance with Ray Whitley's Orchestra. That year he also 
appeared in the soap opera Maverick Jim on WOR. He also be- 
gan his own show on WOR, The Lone Star Rangers . and through 
1935 appeared in Tex Ritter 's Campfire (WHN), Cowboy Tom's 
Roundup (CBS, WHN, WMCA). He also appeared in ENO Crime 
Clues , as well as Gangbusters and Bobby Benson' s Adventures 
(CBS) and Songs of the B-Bar-B. . There were two Bobby Benson 
programs with one feeing straight adventure and the other a 
musical show. In both programs TR played a character called 
Tex Mason. Since Gangbusters originated in Chicago, the 
Ritter appearances must date from 1935 an <1 1936 when TR was 
making Decca recordings in Chicago. Johnny Bond, Chris Comber, 
and TJ Cooper disagree on some of the dates of the above, 
but I have yet to find any documentary evidence fixing the 
exact dates. Likewise, I have been unable to find any radio 
transcriptions covering any of these shows; but if there is 
any of it floating around out there, I would be grateful if 
it were made available to me. There are some sources which 
include Death Vail ey_ Days among the Ritter programs, but 
Jon White who was in the series and was a good friend of 
both TR and Johnny Bond wrote that TR never appeared in the 
series. Likewise The Lone Ranger has at times been listed 
among the Ritter shows, but this is just a typo on The Lone 
Star Rangers 1 so, if there are Ritter fans out there collect- 
ing old LP.ns Ranger, shows in hopes of finding TR appearances, 
you are v/asting your time. 

Not limiting himself to the Broadway stage and radio during 
his New York years, TR also appeared in the Rodeo at Madison 
Square Garden in October 1932. This was Col . WT Johnson's 
7th Annual World Series Rodeji, but so far I have not come 
across any programs from 1932. The New York Public Library 
has programs covering the years both before and after 1932 
but nothing on 1932. 



There were also the remaining Broadway plays, Tex Ritter 
is Sage Brush Charlie in the Clarence Day play The Roundup 
which opened at the Majestic Theater on March ?, 1932. He 
also appeared as Red Dog in the Dan tot hero h and George 
O'tfeil play Mo ther LMfi (to Ame rican ftfimanJL£) at the Cort 
Theater in December 193^- This play featured Welvyn Douglas, 
Helen Gahaean* and Beuiah Bondi. It wasn't until many years 
later in Hollywood that TR would attempt another play. This 
was in I96I and the play was ififi SjtoyjiulEE. Hal by Hannan, 
Heyman and Spina. The play opened at the Music Box Theater 
on September 20 and closed after three days. 

In 1936 Hollywood called and Tex Ritter' s New York years 
came to an end. Although TR's career would periodically 
bring him to New York through the succeeding years as a 
night club performer, the great radio and Broadway stage would 
never "toeclton again. The theaters are still there for the most 
part, and today (November 1979) one finds TJie, Hojst HanEi ZfiilS 
with Giorgio Tozzi at the Majestic. Neil Simon's Thfry ' rg 
Playin g Gu£ Sung is at the Imperial and Richard LLLwith Al 
Pae-ino has recently been at the Cort. 

The radio stations are there, too. WHN calls itself an all 
Country station, but they program what many of us refer to 
as "Pop Pom". Because the sound coming out of Nashville is 
being promoted by stations like WHN, many in the nation are 
growing up believing that Country music is dirty music. These 
days you have to go to the PM stations to look for pure Country, 

In New York you can find Paul Aaron's Cowboy Joe's R a <Up ■ 
Ranch on WKCR and his Prairie ££h£££ on VfflAI. # Aaron still 
programs Tex Ritter, Patsy Montana, Montana Slim, Texas ■ Jim 
Robertson and -occasionally" Bob Wills, WHN programs 
Pop Porn by former Rock and Roll performers and they call, 
that Country.

At the same tine, I made a big Mistake when Mr. Oxl ey asked me if I would 
leave Edear Hayes and organise a seven or eight piece group so that he could 
book ne and arrange a recording contract with Deeoa Co. in those days I didn't 
want to be a band leader, I'd seen all the headaches that some of them had 
trying to lead a band. The band that Edgar Hayes led was very popular in 
America, we played at the Apollo, the world famous Savoy Ballroom. 
Casino, Detroit, Chicago, Washington, Baltimore, Philly, lots of theatres in 

tne U.S.A. We toured with the late Bill Eo J angles Robinson, the Nicholas 
Brothers, June Richmond and other big names in show business. We had a 
different style than any of the other leading orchestras. All of the 
saxophone players doubled on baritone sax, clarinet and bass sax. When I 
joined the band, we had Cab Smith (first as and brt), Crawford Wethington (ts) 
Joe Garland (ts and brt), Roger Boyd (as and brt), Rudy Powell replaced Smith 
after he switched to Lucky Millinder's Orchestra. Later Hapny Mitchner, Louis 
Jordan (for a short while" replaced Rudy Powell), Howard Johnson, Lonnie 
Simmons, Garvin Bushell, Jimmy Wright, Earl Bostic, Bon Byas, Jimmy Powell, 
Chauncey Graham, Lem Johnson and other less known musicians graced the sax and 
clarinet chairs during ray stay with the Band, m the trombone section I 
remember R.H. Horton, Norman Green, Tyree Glenn, David James, Joe Britton, 
Wilbur Be Paris, Fernando Arbello, Milton Robinson, Bon Cole, George Stevenson 
Juan Tizol and Claude Jones. J.C. Higginbotham also played in the orchestra 
when the "Red" Allen/Higgy group was layed off from steady work, that was in 
May, 1942,"Higgy played two theatre weeks and some one night stands with

Hayes (the Orchestra disbanded in June, 1942). The trumpet chairs were filled 
by Shelton "Scad" Hemphill, Bernard Flood, Leonard Bavis, Henry Goodwin, 
Emmett Perry, Carl "Bama" Warwick, Eddie Roane, Buddy Lowe, Bobby Henderson, 
Dizzy Gillespie (he played over one year in the band). As for the drummers,- 
we had Kenny Clarke, Specs Powell, Jack Parker, Arthur Herbert, Walter Johnson 
Kaiser Marshall, and Eric Henry. On bass we had 
Darling, Wellman Braud, John Drunnond, Al Hall, 
they sll played with us at some time. 

In June, July and August, 1942, I played with the David Nelson Orchestra 
at the Savoy Ballroom, i can remember that Jack Butler was on trumpet and 
Tommy Stevenson, another trumpeter, was on some jobs, but I have forgotten 
the names of the other musicians. We made twelve records with Dave, but I 
never heard anything about them, that may have been because the people who 
made them cane from South America. To be exact it was twelve different 
numbers, all of them being Nelson's originals. They paid us all over the 
Union scale, Dave Nelson was a very good person to play for, he was a gentle- 
man. I alwavs plaved on his jobs when I was not busy with Edgar Hayes in 
early 1942." 

Then I played two weeks with Fats Waller's Orchestra, one week m the 
Royal Theatre, the second in the Howard Theatre in Washington, D.C. I'll tell 
you the whole 3tory of how I came to play with Fats. It was the second week 
of July 1942, I'd" just finished playing a two week engagement at the Savoy, 
with Dave Nelson. One afternoon, I was in the Rhythm Club when George Wilson 
the trombone player came in and said to me "What sire you doing now since 
you've finished your engagement at the Savoy ?". I told George I wasn't 
doing anything until the 6th of August, when we were due to go back into the 
Savoy for two more weeks. He said that he'd like me to take his place with 
Fats Waller just for two weeks because he had received an offer to play all 
the summer until the first week of September with Charlie Johnson at the 
Paradise Night Club in Atlantic City. Fats intended to take a rest after 
these two theatre weeks, anyway i told George I accepted his offer. We went 
to the nearest telephone and told Ed Kirkby, Fat's manager, that I'd be able 
to play in olace of George at the two theatres. I didn't know Mr. Kirkby 
very well as I'd never seen much of him. He told me to be at rehearsal the 
following dav at 2.00 p.m. at the Strand Building on Broadway, near 47th 
Street, 2nd floor, i was there at 1.30 p.m. as i ' d heard that ray new manager 
was very strict about musicians being on time for rehearsals and jobs. When 
I walked into the hall, Ur. Kirkby was there to greet me "Clyde, I can see 
why so many people say that you're neat and make rehearsals end jobs on time". 
The line-up of Fat's Band was Bob Williams (first trumpet), Johnny "Bugs" 

Hamilton (2nd and featured trumpet), Herman Autrey (3rd and featured trumpet 
nlaying jaas solos); the two trombones, Ray Hogan and myself, were not 
featured; George James (first as); David MoKae (baritone and third as); Eugene 
Sedric (ts.cl: solo featured with the band); Bob Carroll (ts and featured on 
some solos): Hank Duncan was playing piano, until Fats came on to do his act; 
Al Casey (g); Cedric Wallace (b); Slick Jones (dr); Dave McRae directed the 
bond.

Early atereo, which of course **a the only a tare o he vat* ac- 
quainted with, iometiaea distressed Beechaa. Hearing the playback 
of an operatic performance he had conducted, he pronounced the 
results "Btereocoralc." One of the "players" (the term Beecham 
used for soloists with orchestras) he liked was HeiTets. "You, 
may like what he does, or you nay not like what he does* Bat 
whatever he agrees to do beforehand Heifetz always scrupulously 
observes during a recording or perf ormanoa . Including," 
Beechau added, "not waving closer to the Microphone as n*ny 
players do." Beeohan usually liked to use the sans sololats 
again if he thought a previous effort was successful. As a re- 
sult he recorded with Heifetz several tiass. 

The Boachaai/lPO Mozart set issued a few years ago la Britain 
included whatUpparenUy la Beechan's only recording of a Mozart 
piano concerto* the K. *vl4 Concerto with Louis Eentner. This re- 
cording was onitted fron the Turnabout LFO set Mentioned earlier. 
I have a tape of it taken fro* a friend's ?8 set, but the per- 
formance deaerves relaaue. As night be expected, Beechau nade a 
recording of Deliua 1 seldom-heard Piano Concerto, with his wife 
Lady Betty Beechaa as aololst. Hia recording of the Deliua violin 
concerto waa made with Jean Pougnet, a French violinist whose ca- 
reer waa spent mostly in (treat Britala. There were, however, 
rival versions of both concertos, lady Betty Beeoham, certainly 
a. competent pianist, was no match for the likes of Benno Moiael- 
witsch, the soloist in the recording conduoted by Constant Lam- 
bert, and Albert Samons, who recorded the violin concerto with 
Malcolm Sargent, had performed the world premiere of the work. 
Both the Moiaelwitsch/Lambart and the Sammons/ Sargent performanoes 
were iaeued on Brltlah World SH 22*f, and both, I think, exeel the 
Beeoham recordings of those respective works . Beeoham also re- 
corded piano accompaniments for various singer* , but that waa mot 
an important aspect of his career. Perhaps his most noteworthy 
operatic recording waa the Berlin Philharmonic performance of 
Mozart's The Magic gluts , recorded in the late-1930a and still 
available on Turnabout, 

Sir Thomaa Beacham's credo as a conductor waa, as he put it, 
"to Illuminate the composer and hie work." Who could improve on 
that?
